The botfly repro- 
duces by depositing light yellow, 
oval eggs, which are attached by 
the female to the hair of the 
legs, breast and neck. The eggs 
hatch; then the horse licks itself 
and some of the small larvae are 
taken by the mouth into the 
stomach, where they attach 
themselves firmly to the lining. 

By their parasitic tendencies a 
large number of bots covering 
the lining of the stomach damage 
the interior of that organ, pre- 
j vent digestive action, and in 
I some cases cause the horse to re- 
I main in such a poor condition 
! that death may ensue. It is 
! probable that many cases of poor 
! condition in horses thought to be 
j due to worms is really due to 
heavy infestation with bots.

1 eminent <1 u r i n g 
the fiscal year 1913 than for many 
years. The "conscience fund" re - 1 
celved during the twelve months end- 
ing June 30 totaled only $2,814.44, the 
lowest amount since 1901 and com- 
parable with a hundred year aver- | 
age of $4,200. 

That fund Is the only official index 
to scruples, but no treasury official 
attempts to explain the decrease In 
restitution of money received from the 
government by fraud or error. 

Durihg tfie last hundred years the 
government has received conscience 
contributions aggregating nearly a 
half million dollars, the exact figures 
up to June 30 last being $434,615 09 
The remarkable fund was established 
during President Madison's adminis- 
tration in 1811, when the first contri- 
bution of $5 was received. The larg- 
est amount ever received in one year 
was $385,868 in 1902, and the greatest 
individual contribution of $18,069.60 
was made to the collector of customs 
in New York more than a decade ago 
by an unidentified person, who prob 
ably had defrauded the government of 
tariff duties.

The Journal will be distributed free 
to agricultural colleges, technical 
schools, experiment stations, libraries | 
of large universities, and certain gov- 1 
ernmnut depositories and institutions 
making suitable exchanges; also to a 
reslrictcd list of scientists. Copies of I 
the Journal will be sold to mlscella- 1 
ueous applicants by the superintend - 1 
ent of documents, government printing 
office, and possibly an annual subscrip- , 
tiou price will be affixed, ub Is done 
with the Experiment Station Record. 

The Monthly Crop Reporter will no . 
longer be published. The crop statis- 
tics will bo collected as heretofore, ! 
and telegraphic and news summaries 
of these statistics will continue to be 
issued to the press. The printed Crop 
Reporter was discontinued because it 
did not bring the information into the 
-hands of the recipients until from 10 
to 17 days after the really Important 
news had been circulated by tele- 
graph and printed in the daily press 
throughout the United States and Eu- 
rope, the statistical information, there- 
fore. reuchtng the actual crop corre- 
spondent and through hint the local 
producer too late to be of practical | 
service. 

As a partial substitute for the print- ■ 
ed Crop Reporter, a Weekly News Let- ; 
ter to crop correspondents will be is- 
sued in typewritten or other form. 
This can be prepared and put into the 
malls sooner than was possible with 
the Reporter. 

The Experiment Station Record, the 
Weather Review und North American 
Eauna will continue (o be issued with 
certain modifications. 

The Yearbook will be restricted to 
articles of the magazine type, which 
it Is believed, will add grcutly to the 
popularity and value of the volume, of 
which 500,000 copies arc printed and 
distributed annually.
